Of Great Books 
Added To Library 

The Library has recently pur- 
chased the fifty-four volume set 
of THE GREAT BOOKS OF THE 
WESTERN WORLD and the SYN- 
TOPICON, the key to these vol- 
umes. This set is published by the 
editors of the Encyclopedia Brit- 
taniea. 

The authors of the SYNTOPI- 
CON, Mortimer J. Adler and Rob- 
ert Maynard, fellow-workers at 
the University of Chicago, reason 
that the writings of Homer or of 
Shakespeare or of Kant must bo 
studied and absorbed in the course 
of average research. When writing 
a theme or a treatise, a student 
has to worm into reference books 
and to read numberless, often un- 
necessary, works before he falls 
upon the necessary information. 
Mr. Adler and Mr. Maynard’s an- 
swer is a collection of great works 
which have withstood criticism and 
have become masterpieces, and a 
key to these books. The two vol- 
umes entitled SYNTOP1CON, con- 
tain such topic heads as “Law,” 
“Justice,” “Language," and “God.” 
Under these topic heads are listed 
books, magazines, and periodicals 
which will supply additional in- 
formation and also references to 
passages in the fifty-four volume 
series of Great Books. 

Now that the Library owns one 
of the first two thousands sets of 
this monumental work, it is hoped 
that Teresians will acquaint them- 
selves with this edition and make 
use of it in their various research 
papers.

“If I tell you some of my experiences as a priest of a peo- 
ple that fell into the hands of God, I do not complain or ac- 
cuse anyone, but rather bear witness to the grace of God in 
time of great trial,” said Monsignor G. A. Fittkau in his ad- 
dress to the Assembly, October 20. He then told of his life as 
a parish priest and a Russian prisoner after the Iron Curtain 
fell. 



Monsignor Fittkau was pastor 
of a country parish in East Prus- 
sia when the Russians occupied 
that country in 1944. His people, 
freed from tile Nazi rule, were to 
endure greater sufferings at the 
hands of their “liberators.” 

Monsignor told of the “four days’ 
atrocities.” Stalin, as a reward for 
the Russian victory, gave his sol- 
diers full privileges of looting, 
murdering and raping throughout 
the liberated area. 

"When those horrible four 
days were over. I found myself 
still alive; I had been at least 
a dozen times before guns, re- 
quested to deliver women, whis- 
key, and other things, but with 
God’s help 1 was always able 
to remain silent. I saw in a 
wonderful way that if the pow- 
ers of darkness seemed to pre- 
vail completely, the angels of 
light were also very close to us 
and willing to help when asked." 
The angels of light helped when 
the soldiers entered the parish. 
Monsignor Fittkau was staying at 
a small farm at the time, with his 
two aged aunts, his uncle, and a 
nun lost from her community, Sis- 
ter Itnelda. Sister was hidden in 
a potato cellar beneath the kitch- 
en when the soldiers came to the 
farm. She was discovered, but no 
harm was done to any of the 
group. The Russian sergeant ex- 
plained, “Russki Soldat Kultur- 
Soldat,” — Russian soldiers are 
civilized and fight only for cultural 
prizes. 

The second group of soldiers to 
visit them were not “Kultur-Sol- 
dat.” They were ill-fed, ill-clad, 
loud and rough in their demands 
for drink and women. This time 
one of the aged aunts lay on a 
mattress over the trapdoor to the 
cellar, and Sister Tmelda was not 
found. When the soldiers left, 
Monsignor offered Mass in the cel- 
lar with his parishioners, for his 
church had been looted. The altar 
linens were soiled and torn, and 
the altar, tabernacle and Christ- 
mas crib were smashed. 

When Monsignor Fittkau, with 
Sister Imelda, began the Russian- 
forbidden work of burying the 
dead, he met many of his parish- 
ioners. “Wherever I went, my peo- 
ple had but one request in their 
mind and on their lips, ‘Thank 
God, Father, you are alive! Do you 



have Our Lord with you?’ And 
they would kneel down in the pig- 
sty, in the barn, in the fields, in 
the woods and receive Holy Com- 
munion with great desire and the 
most edifying devotion.” 

Monsignor was captured by 
the secret police and forced to 
undergo "scientific treatment.” 
“We were kept standing for 
fourteen days with hardly a mo- 
ment of rest, fifty to sixty peo- 
ple jammed together into nar- 
row bins where for the first 
four days we were refused even 
a drop of water. After having 
been beaten up and rushed 
through a gauntlet, we were fed 
during the last ten days from 
a bathtub filled with sour pota- 
to soup.” 

lie was shipped to Arctic Siberia 
in a cattle car. On the 21-day trip, 
he received small rations of fish 
soup, water, and dry bread. In the 
labor camp, he was forced to carry 
loads of frozen earth until his legs 
swelled from malnutrition and his 
skin was covered with disease. He 
was then screened out as useless 
ami sent to the hospital. 

In the next labor cam]), he 
again met Sister Imelda, who was 
head nurse. She had found a priest 
in camp, and managed to distrib- 
ute Communion to the Catholics 
and to assist the dying. 

Monsignor was assigned to a 
labor camp forty miles from Ber- 
lin. When he had worked until he 
could not walk, he was found un- 
conscious on the ground by a fel- 
low priest who was acting as a 
doctor. This priest helped him to 
escape in a load of corpses and he 
was taken to a Berlin hospital. 
Later lie escaped to western Ger- 
many. 

Monsignor Fittkau concluded 
bis talk: “Out of 1,11(10 priests in 
eastern Germany 1,000 gave 
their lives. With them died other 
thousands of martyrs, virgins 
and confessors. I am very grate- 
ful to have been privileged to 
bear witness to the great things 
Our Lord has done with us poor 
people, very average people and 
very average priests. I will ask 
you to join us with your prayers 
and sacrifices so that we will 
not fail to accept the challenge 
of this hour in Europe and thus 
help you to be spared the trials 
which we all serve for our 
sins.”

At this moment the nation is in 
the clutches of suspense. Who will 
take the oath as President at the 
inauguration, January 20, 1953? 
The answer will come in a very 
short time. In the wee hours of the 
morning of November 5, election 
boards in all the cities, towns, and 
tiny boroughs will be tallying 
votes. Offices of newsmen will be 
a din with the noise of the incom- 
ing reports. Radios everywhere 
will be blaring ballot results. 

For months workers have been 
urging Tom and Mary to register 
and vote. Many say that it doesn’t 
matter how you vote, just vote! 
That, however, is not the opinion 
set forth in an editorial in the July 
issue of Catholic Mind on “Get- 
ting Out the Vote.” Here we are 
told that we should vote, but we 
must choose with care in order to 
insure against misgovernment. 

Choice with Care 

“Choice With Care” is the theme 
for two editorials by John B. 
Sheerin, C.S.P., in Catholic World 
(August and September, 1952). 
Father Sheerin calls this campaign 
a battle of personalities. There is 
little distinction between the par- 
ties, he states. Both have similar 
platforms, and tend to he rather 
conservative. Although one party 
blasts the other, and conversely, 
they are actually two teams with 
a singular thought! Everyone is 
intensely interested in the elec- 
tion. Two neighbors hang over the 
back yard fence, chatting. Each 
ostentatiously shines his “I LIKE 
IKE" or his VOTE FOR STEV- 
ENSON” button. Because we are 
in the midst of an election of per- 
sonalities, we msut he careful of 
our choice, Father Sheering tells 
us The man we vote for we should 
believe to be the one most capable 
of handling the tremendous job we 
are willing him. The wrong man 
could easily lead us into a dicta- 
torship. Thus, he could endanger 
our liberty and our religion. Re- 



ligion, as many people fail to see, 
plays a big role in our political 
system. American democracy is 
based on religious dogmas, for 
without religion, man is run by in- 
stinct. Liberty and equality de- 
mand more than instinct. In Com- 
munism wc see a view of the 
Godless world. 

Personal character has been a 
big issue in the campaign. There- 
fore we must analyze carefully 
and choose as we deem best. 

On Our Campus 

There are thousands of students 
of voting age in the United States. 
Since everyone else is taking polls, 
we decided to conduct a Galloping 
Poll of the delegation of the Col- 
lege of St. Teresa. Of course, we 
realize that the result has little 
significance. Nevertheless, we are 
going to stick out our necks and 
record the result. Only thirteen of 
the 110 students questioned are 
eligible to cast a ballot in the 
election. However, if we did hold 
the answer to the query, Dwight 
Eisenhower would be sworn in as 
our leader on January 20. The 
voting was very close. Fifty-one 
percent of the 110 students voted 
for him, while forty-nine percent, 
or filty-four of the votes were for 
Stevenson. 

This election is creating the 
most interest of any that the ma- 
jority of the people today can re- 
member. 

What We Can Do 

Even though the majority of us 
at CST cannot vote, we can do 
something — pray that the peo- 
ple who can vote will make an 
honest choice. And after the choice 
is made we should get behind our 
leader and support him with our 
daily prayers.

SpiritualAdvantages 
For Lay Teachers 

Mrs. Virginia Welsh, a St. Louis 
Parochial grade school teacher, 
spoke at the October 20 assembly, 
on the spiritual advantages of 
teaching in Catholic schools. She 
pointed out that the main goal in 
life is attaining eternal salvation 
and that the profession one chooess 
will be her road to sainthood. Mrs. 
Welsh is of the opinion that one 
of the greatest evils in the Church 
today is the false theory that there 
are two grades of sanctity, relig- 
ious sanctity, which is the highest 
and strictest mode, and lay sanc- 
tity which is much more lax. She 
said that it was the duty of Cath- 
olic educators of today to set an 
example to the Catholic school 
children by showing them that lay 
can people also lead a holy life. 
Also by being capable teachers 
they will have the opportunity of 
opening the minds and hearts of 
the pastors and parents to lay pa- 
rochial school teachers. 

Mrs. Welsh urged college grad- 
uates to take advantage of this op- 
portunity to help themselves to 
heaven and to help the Church in 
Her desperate need for teachers.

A group of Sisters teaching in 
last year’s summer session of 
Fontbonne College, St. Louis, Mis- 
souri, have translated the histori- 
cal and religious papers given at 
the tercentenary celebration of 
their Congregation, the Sisters of 
St. Joseph, in the place of its ori- 
gin, Le Puy, France, in 1950. 
Mother St. John Fontbonne, who 
restored the Congregation in 
Lyons, France, from which the St. 
Louis foundation was made, has a 
dramatic history in French Revo- 
lution clays, which includes months 
of living in hiding and a year in 
a dungeon from which, after many 
harrowing experiences, she was re- 
leased upon the fall of Robes- 
pierre in 1794. 

Besides giving her heroic life 
the papers in the new book treat 
of the co-founder of the Congrega- 
tion, Bishop Henry de Maupas of 
Le Puy and the Jesuit Father, 
John Peter Medaille, for which 
the new residence building on the 
Fontbonne campus, Medaille Hall, 
is named. 

Cardinal Peter Gerlier, Arch- 
bishop of Lyons and Primate of 
France, delivered the principal ad- 
dress in this book, published in 
France as Eli A moot, and called in 
it English version, Return to the 
Fountainhead. 

The Sisters mailed their manu- 
script to the publisher, Bruce of 
Milwaukee, September 11, of this 
year. 

Directing the translation was 
Sister Mary Berchmans Fournier, 
Head of the Department of Mod- 
ern Languages at Fontbonne. As- 
sisting her with translating, edit- 
ing, and promotion were several 
sisters familiar to CST students. 
These include Sister John Marie, 
former dean. Sister Rosina Joseph, 
French teacher in the Academy, 
Sister Anne Catherine and Sister 
Margaret John, former English 
teachers, and Sister M. Theodorine, 
a former student.
